London, Nov. IX. — A dispatch to the 
Exchange Telegraph from Athens says 

"A launch from the United States 
cruiser Tennessee which was entering 
the ilulf of Smyrna to arrange for tlie 
cruiser to tome into Smyrna harbor 
was llred upon by the forts and com- 
pelled to return to the Tennessee. 

"The commuiider of the Tennessee,. 
Oapt. B. C. Meeker, informed the Valt 
that he had orders from his govern- 
ment to enter the harbor of Smyrna 
and had decided to do so. 

It is believed here that, since Capt. 
Decker has general orders from the 
Washington government to protect 
Americans in Turkey, he must have 
heard of impending perils for his coun- 
tri men iu Smy rna, or, perhaps of ac- 
tual outrages already committed. 

There are numerous American mis- 
sions in this district on the Turco- 
Asiatic c: st. Willi Smy rna as the cen- 
ter, uud It Is possible that some of 
these have been mobbed by Mohamme- 
dan zealots. 

Some diplomats here predict serious 
Compllcatlona with the United States, 
while they believe tlie tiring on the 
launch was an unfortunate mistake on 
the part of the Turks, for which am- 
ple apologies will be forthcoming.

line of the most valuable assets a 
newspaper can have is a list of sub- 
scribers who read th.- paper >>ar in. 
and year out. and to whom the daily or 
weekly news pages are as welcome as 
letters from absent friends. 

Country newspapers; without the 
facilities or the occasion to publish the 
news of the world in the detail in 
which it appears in the great city 
dallies, .I., not always appreciate the 
tremendous advantage they have It) 
their close contact with their readers 
The city man gets his news from 
papers which are published to meet the 
■ds of thousand*, and which, there- 
fore, can give but little attention to 
the minor affairs of the neighborhood 
Hemg Impersonal In its news, and in- 
different to the feelings of its Individ- 
ual readers. It has a fur more difficult 
task to hold its readers than the pub- 
lisher of the home paper of the small 
community who in sympathy and good 
humor records the doings of the coun- 
tryside. The readers of the country 
paper, ail, at one time or another, bo- 
urne actors on the editor's stnee The 
columns are filled with news that is in 
itself perhaps unimportant, but is nev- 
ertheless news of real people, people 
whom the readers know, and toward 
Whom they have detinite attitudes of 
olmiratioti, respect, distrust, envy, 
suspicion, confidence, sympathy or sol- 
icitude. 

The country paper of standing pro- 
vides in its own news columns the bond 
that ties it to its readers. If in addi- 
tion, the editor holds the respect and 
esteem of the community, its influence 
Is Increased pevenlold 

The city newspaper has no Space for 
the minor doings of the reader or Ins 
neighbors. The charac ters in its col- 
umns are for ihe most part stronger*, 
and in a sense unreal. Hoiioe- the city 
paper must resort to other means to 
place real . hanu|ers. bode Its read- 
ers. In tin- old days it was the person- 
ality of tin- great then who chose the 
editors peh with which to carve a 
career, who itave tin- pup'T its person- 
al to u li. as when readers of the New 
V,.rk Tribune looked first to see what 
"Horace bad to say. 

Departments "i newspapers were 
later developed' to establish this eS- 
m i tlnl persona! loin h between the 
r'endof Hind hi* newspaper,, and. signed 
articles on sports, religion and politics 
by prominent writers have been In- 
numerable and oven took the form of 
Side Talks With OlrlS and Advice to 
the Lpirp liorn. It is strange incoti- 
sisi'ency when the eilv press bobls up 
to ridicule the simple neighborhood 
annals of tin- country press, while at 
the same tune tin- only persons with 
whom Its readers are' on terms of the 
least familiarity, are such hopeless 
Characters as Mutt and Jeff and the 
Katrenjammers. 

There are few city newspapers, with 
all their great news-gathering facili- 
ties, which can command the loyalty 
of support which comes to the country 
paper whose editor knows bis people, 
and whose readers know each other 
Lexington Leader.
